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Japanese Trade and Free Gold Exports. (Page 390.) 
Early this year the embargo on the shipment of 
gold from Japan was raised. In his latest Annual 
teport on economic conditions in that country H.M. 
Commercial Counsellor at Tokio discusses the effect 
of this policy upon Japanese trade and industry. 
Within a few months of its announcement the ad- 
verse trade balance was reduced to the lowest level 
for some years, through the fall in the demand for 
foreign goods, and later this was intensified by the 
Government's campaign on behalf of domestic pro- 
ducts. As a result the outlook for British exporters, 
except of essential raw materials, is depressing. 


Shipping Movements at British Ports. (Page 391.) 
Foreign trade arrivals and departures with cargo 
in August showed declines in tonnage of 4:7 and 7:4 
per cent. respectively from the same month of last 
year. Arrivals in ballast were 3-9 per cent. smaller 
but departures 4°6 per cent. greater. Coasting trade 
showed little change as regards cargoes, but arrivals 
and departures in ballast fell 8 per cent. 


British Trade with Bulgaria. (Page 395.) 

After the conditions prevailing last year it is grati- 
fying to observe, writes the Acting British Consul 
at Sofia, that the foreign trade position has largely 
regulated itself. Meantime, though great caution is 
advised in the conduct of business with Bulgarian 
firms, there is room for expansion in many lines sup- 
plied by United Kingdom houses. 


Foreign Trade of Portugal. (Page 402.) 

During the first half of 1930 British imports repre- 
sented 22-29 per cent. of the total from all sources, 
as compared with 26°85 per cent. in the first half 
of 1929.

The excess of imports over exports during July 
worked out at 80-4 million franes, exports repre- 
senting only 63-1 per cent. of imports; this figure 
was the lowest recorded during the last few years.

JAPAN. 


EFFECTS OF RETURN TO FREE GOLD 
EXPORTS. 


During the last days of June, 1929, there came 
Cabinet crisis and a change of Government in Japan, 
The new Ministry announced immediately that it was 
their intention to prepare at once for the removal of the 
gold embargo and to remove it at the earliest possible 
date. The essential preparations were to include re. 
trenchment in Government expenditure and a national 
thrift campaign. As soon as results of these measures 
were reflected in interest rates and the exchange value 
of the yen the free gold market would be restored. 

Previous administrations, writes the *Commercia] 
Counsellor, H.M. Embassy, Tokio, had announced their 
desire to remove the embargo and had stopped at that; 
but it was clear that this new Ministry was in earnest. 
Public realisation of this fact contributed to the success 
of their economy campaign. The Government led the 
way by reducing the expenditure in the budget which 
they inherited from their predecessors, and for a time 
at least even private individuals, under the influence of 
official propaganda, cut down their personal spending. 
Meanwhile the prospect of an early return to free gold 
exports naturally caused importers to hold off from 
foreign purchases, because they anticipated a rise in the 
exchange value of the yen. This attitude of caution 
was accompanied by a genuine fall in the demand for 
foreign goods, and by the time that the new Ministry 
had been in office for three months the adverse balance 
of trade had been substantially reduced; in fact, the 
excess of imports was the smallest recorded for some 
years. 

The chief danger, however, against which the 
Finance Minister had to guard was an outflow of 
money into foreign investments. There were still large 
sums of idle money in the form of deposits of the lead- 
ing banks, at no interest, with the Bank of Japan. This 
was to a great extent the unabsorbed balance of the 
special credits granted under emergency legislation to 
repair the damage of the financial crisis of 1927, and 
amounted probably to at least 300 million yen. For- 
tunately at this juncture interest rates in Japan and in 
the United States began to draw closer together, and 
the price of Japanese bonds in New York had recently 
much improved. These circumstances combined to dis- 
courage Japanese investors from purchasing securities 
abroad. The exchange value of the yen improved 
rapidly, and the collapse on the New York Stock 
Exchange in the autumn of 1929 by bringing down 
rates of interest in the United States reduced the danger 
of an outflow of gold after the removal of the embargo. 
These factors were considered favourable, and in 
November the Government announced that the 
embargo would be raised on January 11, 1930. 


THE RAISING OF THE EMBARGO. 


The programme was duly carried out. To guard 
against a sudden outflow of gold, credits were opened 1n 
London and New York in November to the extent 0! 
50 million yen each. The Bank of England and the 
Federal Reserve Bank of the United States gave an 
assurance of moral support. The Bank of Japan 
appears also to have come to some unofficial under- 
standing with the leading Japanese banks by which the 
latter were to refrain from sending large amounts 
abroad for investments, at least during the critical 
period. 


Further, to reduce the export of gold, the Govern- 
ment undertook an intensive campaign for the reduc-

jon of imports and the use of domestic products in 
sibstitution. It is always questionable whether such 
smpaigns have any enduring results, but certainly 
sme effect can be discerned in the returns of foreign 
vade and in the complaints of importers, though it is 
nossible that general trade depression has been a more 
yowerful deterrent than mere propaganda. A number 
ot the purchasing departments, e.g., the Ministry of 
Railways, were furnished with long detailed lists of 
uticles which they must purchase from domestic sup- 
siers and much shorter lists of articles which they 
might purchase abroad. 

Such a policy, even if not pursued with extreme 
rigour, must at least temporarily diminish the export 
{manufactured goods from other countries to Japan, 
ud the immediate outlook for British exporters is 
therefore depressing, unless they are suppliers of 
essential raw materials. It was at one time feared that 
y the return of the yen to par value importers who 
were not amenable to Government control would be en- 
oouraged to place large orders abroad, with detrimental 
sults to domestie industries, and certain members of 
the Tariff Commission argued that an upward revision 
fthe Customs Tariff should be made in advance as a 
protective measure. But the responsible ministers did 
not share this view, although there was some talk of 
giving a general authority to the Cabinet to make tariff 
changes by Ordinance and without reference to Parlia- 
ment, should any particular industry appear to be en- 
dangered. In the event no such action was taken, and 
in fact the tariff revision sanctioned by the Diet at its 
session in the spring of 1930 consisted principally of a 
reduction in the rates of duty upon a few items. 

When the embargo was removed the outflow of gold 
fom Japan did not, according to official announce- 
ments, exceed the anticipations of the financial authori- 
ties, though they were, strangely enough, taken aback 
by the number of applications for small amounts of gold 
ver the counter. In general the operation proceeded 
smoothly, though at first there were certain difficulties 
obtaining gold for shipment and the exchange market 
collapsed for some days. Though the operation of rais- 
ng the embargo was facilitated by the financial depres- 
sion in the United States, the Japanese Government 
were unfortunate in other respects, for at the very 
moment when it was most desirable that their export 
trade should proceed smoothly, so as to counteract the 
outflow of gold, they were confronted by unusual diffi- 
culties in more than one quarter. 


EFFORTS TO DIMINISH IMPORTS AND HE; NCOURAGE 
EXPORTS. 


Tariff increases in India and Australia were a severe 
blow to them, depression in America began to reduce 
the demand for silk from Japan, their tariff negotia- 
tions with China were still pending and—perhaps most 
rious of all—the price of silver fell heavily, so that 
their earnings from export trade to China were reduced 
in value by at least 20 per cent. Their chief markets 
were disturbed or poverty-stricken. In such difficult 
circumstances the Government were obliged to re- 
double their efforts to reduce expenditure, to diminish 
imports and to encourage exports. In these tasks they 
had at least the melancholy satisfaction of feeling that 
very little persuasion was needed to prevent both firms 
and individuals from embarking on new expenditure, for 
acute financial depression prevailed in every quarter. 

Measures were taken to assist small manufacturers 
and traders by the loan of funds upon easy terms, and 
by the introduction of a system analogous to the British 
Export Credits scheme. No doubt these measures will 
v@ of some benefit, but it seems that the present condi- 
tion of trade and industry is too fundamentally de- 
Pressed to recover by the mere application of local 
remedies. Improvement of credit facilities may have a 
sight palliative effect, but what both merchants and 
manufacturers want are orders. If they can get busi- 
less they can get credit, but unfortunately the converse 
broposition does not hold good. Almost every industry 
ind trade in Japan at the time of writing (June, 1930),

is in low water, and newspaper articles on commercia) 
topics bear such headlines as ‘‘ Bottomless Depres- 
sion ’ and ** Panic-stricken Markets.’’ 


THE Economic POSITION. 


Output restrictions remain in force in most of the 
important industries, ineluding artificial silk, bleaching 
powder, cement, coal, cotton yarn, fertilisers, iron and 
steel, paper, raw silk, spun silk yarn and silk fabrics, 
sugar and woollen textiles. The position of the raw 
silk trade (described in detail in the Report) is particu- 
larly serious. By the end of June ‘‘ future ”’ prices of 
this staple of Japan’s export trade had fallen lower 
than they had ever been for over 30 years. 

Altogether the economic situation in which Japan 
finds herself this year is an extremely discouraging one. 
At the same time, it must not be supposed that it is due 
to any fundamental weakness in her financial and in- 
dustrial organisation. It is due rather to the operation 
of forces which for the most part are beyond her control, 
and which are affecting other nations in a like degree. 
Indeed, it is probable that her industrial efficiency is 
at_ a higher point than it has ever reached before, and 
her mereantile finances, though no doubt they could 
be much strengthened by drastic purging, are on a much 
sounder footing than at any time since 1920. It is, of 
course, arguable that the deflationary processes which 
have accompanied the removal of the gold embargo 
have contributed to the present depression; but there 
is so far nothing to show that they have been its prime 
cause. 


UNITED KINGDOM. 
MOVEMENT OF SHIPPING IN AUGUST. 


The net tonnage of vessels that arrived with cargoes 
in the foreign trade during August, 1930, at ports of 
the United Kingdom was 6,793,000 tons, a decrease 
ot 833,000 tons, or 4:7 per cent. as compared with the 
corresponding figures for August, 1929. Moderate 
increases were recorded in the arrivals with cargoes 
from the ‘* Central and Eastern Mediterranean 
Countries ’’ and from ** Australasia,’’ while large de- 
creases were recorded in respect of ‘* Northern 
Kurope,’’ “‘ Europe (Atlantic) and Western Mediter- 
ranean Countries ’’ and South America-Atlantic 
Coast.’’ With regard to the nationalities of the 
vessels engaged, the German net tonnage increased by 
46,000 tons, or 24°3 per cent.; the British net tonnage 
decreased by 214,000 tons, or 4°6 per cent. ; the Nor- 
wegian decreased by 47,000 tons, or 14-9 per cent. ; 
the Dutch decreased by 57,000 tons, or 16-2 per cent., 
and the United States decreased by 45,000 tons, or 
10-0 per cent.

FaraL ACCIDENTS TO SEAMEN. 

The number of deaths due to accidents among the 
crews of vessels registered in Great Britain and 
Northern Ireland under the Merchant Shipping Act, 
1894, that were reported during the month of August, 
1930, was 39, of which seven were caused by casualties 
to vessels. Two of these deaths from accidents were 
reported on sailing vessels. 


BULGARIA. 
OPPORTUNITIES FOR BRITISH TRADE. 


It is paradoxical that an economic crisis of unpre- 
eedented severity should have so closely followed the 
stabilisation loan, writes the Acting British Consul at 
Sofia in his Report on Economic Conditions in 
Bulgaria.* The influences primarily responsible are, 
briefly, credit inflation, over-trading, an unsuitable 
industrial policy and lack of a defined and determined 
agricultural policy, and, finally, a severe contraction 
in export business, brought about by a lean harvest 
of winter cereals, and the prevalence on the world’s 
markets of conditions militating against the realisation 
of agricultural produce at anything like remunerative 
prices. 

The confidence hitherto displayed by the outside 
business world in Bulgarian merchants and manufac- 
is likely to be adversely affected by the 
difhculties recently experienced in the settlement of 
outstanding obligations, and the attitude adopted in 
regard to the use of the moratorium. The present 
depression will in due course, however, come to an 
end, and those who now display fortitude, persever- 
ance and high business principles will profit most from 
the impending recovery. 

It is gratifying to observe that during the first five 
months of 1930 there was a surplus of exports over 
Imports amounting to 586 million leva, the figures 
being 2,417 million leva and 1,831 million leva respec- 
tively. So far the foreign trade position has regulated 
itself without it having been necessary to resort to 
restrictions and prohibitions which shackle and impede 
enterprise.

CHANGE IN CHARACTER OF IMPORTS. 

The turnover for 1929 was the highest on record, 
amounting to 508,408 units and 803,850 tons to an 
ageregate value of 14,684 million leva. The balance, 
however, was against Bulgaria and attained the un- 
precedented figure of 1,893 million leva (2,065 million 
leva according to the National Bank). 

The weight of imports showed sensible increase and 
their value a decrease; for instance, from 17-9 leva in 
1924-28 and 19-8 leva in 1928, the average cost per 
kilog. dropped to 16°5 leva in 1929. This was partly 
accounted for by the relatively higher proportion of 
goods of heavy weight and lower cost, such as metal- 
lurgical products, ‘timber and cereals, imported in 
1929. This tendeney was noticeable in the case of the 
textile group also, where the value per kilog. during 
the six years 1924-1929 averaged 148, 160, 160, 146, 
l47 and 141 leva respectively; here it was largely due 
to the diminishing quantities of manufactured goods 
and the gradually increasing quantities of raw and

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semi-manufactured materials of lower value, 
for the newly-created local industry. 

Reference to Appendix V of the Report will show 
that the groups ‘‘ Textile Materials and Products,’ 
‘* Metals and Metalware ’’ and ‘‘ Machines, Tools and 
Apparatus ’’ comprise 31, 15°3, and 14:1, or 60:4 per 
cent. of the total value of imports. Appendix VI 
shows the extent to which each country has partici- 
pated in the import trade and that there have been 
few changes of any consequence in the positions occu- 
pied by the various manufacturing countries. Italy's 
share declined from 15-21 in 1928 to 10-74 per cent. in 
1929; the textile group was mainly affected, being 
192 million leva less than in 1928, but in most other 
directions Italy has registered slight gains. Czecho- 
slovakia was also short of her 1928 level by 1:74 per 
cent.; the machinery group (agricultural implements) 
declined by 72 million leva, but in metals and metal- 
lurgical products, textiles, chemicals, rubber and 
products slight increases are recorded. Trade with the 
United Kingdom was short of 1928 and 1927 by 1:6 and 
3-2 per cent. of the total imports respectively. 
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TRADE WITH THE UNITED KINGDOM. 

The value of imports during 1929 was 729-5 million 
leva, or 8-8 per cent. of all imports, as compared with 
10°4 per cent. in 1928 and 12 per cent. in 1927. The

There is room for expansion in all the foregoing 
groups, and the following lines are worthy of more 
serious attention on the part of British exporters :— 

Grass-seeds, chemical manures (for which there is a 
large future), fine and heavy chemicals, aniline dyes, 
mineral colours, beeswax, medicaments, essential oils, 
pig iron, iron fashioned, horse-shoe nails, steels, 
hollow-ware, copper wire (bare and insulated), papers, 
boot leathers (other than sole), woollen yarns (supplied 
almost exclusively from the Continent), artificial silk 
yarns (at present imported from Italy), motor vehicles 
(market at present held principally by United States 
and Italian makers), boilers, agricultural machinery 
(particularly ploughs and implements), optical goods, 
electrical appliances and fittings, brick and tile-making 
appliances, etc. 


It is, however, essential to mention that British ex- 
porters will find themselves confronted with very in- 
tensive competition, and if they wish to make headway 
they must be prepared to provide exactly what local 
buyers require and on terms which are as attractive 
as those quoted by competitors on the Continent in 
particular. The depreciated currency (27 times) and 
the relatively low purchasing power of the community 
militate against the sale of goods which are too costly, 
even though they may offer value for money. 

The following recommendations are made and based 
on observations :— 

(1) Endeavour to give an expeditious reply to every 
enquiry. Should the home firm not be interested in a 
given enquiry, a reply to this effect might be given and 
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some indication as to the quarter to which the enquiring 
Bulgarian firm might apply would invariably be highly 
appreciated. Continental firms frequently pass enquiries 
in which they are not interested on to others that are. 

(2) Unless the Bulgarian enquirer is known to be con- 
versant with English, correspondence should be conducted 
in German or French, as suggested by the local firm. 

(3) Catalogues and descriptive literature should invari- 
ably be in German or French. Wherever feasible, prices 
should be quoted per metre or per kilogramme, as the case 
may be, so as to minimise the possibility of error when 
converting English values, weights and measures. 

(4) In the vast majority of cases f.o.b. prices are mean- 
ingless to the Bulgarian firm, consequently prices should 
be quoted c.i.f. one of the Black Sea ports. 

(5) Generally speaking, business cannot be satisfactorily 
conducted without the assistance of a local agent. The 
importance of making preliminary enquiry as to the 
honesty and ability of a prospective agent cannot be too 
strongly emphasised. These qualities are frequently of 
greater importance than the financial means possessed by 
an agent. 

(6) Enquiry as to the commercial status of prospective 
buyers should be made in two or three quarters simul- 
taneously. 

(7) Personal touch with agents and buyers is a cardinal 
condition of satisfactory business, as without first-hand 
knowledge of the market it is difficult and even dangerous 
to conduct an intelligent selling policy. 

(8) The question of catering for the requirements of 
State and other public institutions might be fruitfully 
studied by British firms. This business is transacted ex- 
clusively on a Public Tender basis. Tender conditions 
must, however, be rigidly adhered to, otherwise the 
tender will be disqualified and the trouble and expense 
involved in preparing and submitting it will have been in 
vain. This important class of business is mostly in the 
hands of Continental competitors.

RAINFALL AND MONSOON. 


Calcutta, September 29.—During the week ended 
September 28 rainfall was nearly general in Lower Burma 
on five days; in Bihar and Orissa, Malabar, Chota Nagpur 
and the East United Provinces on two days; and in Bengal, 
Mysore, the Madras Deccan and Konkan on one day, 
There were local or few falls of rain elsewhere. ) 

At the beginning of last week the monsoon was active 
in North-East India and Burma, and later in Bihar, Orissa 
and South-West Bengal.

CANADA. 


FRUIT SHIPMENTS TO THE 
UNITED KINGDOM. 

The Acting High Commissioner for Canada in London is 
officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa that, between 
September 4 and 17, 44,800 barrels, 3,500 boxes, 2,000 half- 
barrels and 200 hampers of apples and 1,400 boxes of pears 
were shipped to United Kingdom ports. 


FRUIT CROP PROSPECTS. 
(From the Acting High Commissioner for Canada in 
London.) 


The Dominion Department of Agriculture, Ottawa, reports 
that Canada’s commercial apple crop prospects advised up 
to September 1, indicate a considerable reduction as com- 
pared with conditions last year. The 1930 crop is estimated 
at 2,979,710 barrels, a reduction of 24-5 per cent., as com- 
pared with the 3,939,915 barrels harvested last year. Com- 
pared with the five-year average for 1925-29 of 3,182,195 
barrels, this year’s estimate shows a decrease of about 
6-3 per cent. British Columbia leads all the provinces of 
Canada this year with an estimated crop of 4,090,350 boxes, 
23°8 per cent. more than the number recorded last year. 
Decreases in the other producing provinces are estimated as 
follows:—Nova Scotia 46-5 per cent., Ontario 41 per cent., 
Quebec 28-4 per cent. and New Brunswick 12-6 per cent. 
In the Provinces of British Columbia, Ontario and Nova 
Scotia weather conditions have not been entirely favourable 
to the development of the fruit and growth has been some- 
what retarded on account of a general lack of rainfall, but 
orchard pests have been held in check and no serious out- 
break of apple scab has been reported, except in neglected 
plantations. The prolonged dry weather, however, has 
taken its toll and a downward revision of the total estimate 
has had to be made.

COLONISATION AND AGRICULTURE. 


lt is claimed by the authorities that the area under 
cultivation in the Zone is double that of three years ago. 
The Budget for 1930 allotted half a million pesetas to 
colonisation. Various ‘ colonisation areas’ have been 
selected and are being delimited and divided up with a 
view to the eventual settlement of agriculturalists. 

A serious invasion ot locusts throughout the Spanish 
Zone during last winter and spring has demanded the con- 
tinuous attention of the Agricultural Department, assisted 
bv the Military authorities. Much damage was done to the 
spring crops. 


TRANSPORT AND COMMUNICATIONS. 


Ceuta and Melilla still continue to be the only serious 
ports under Spanish administration which supply the Zone. 
There have been no improvements either at Laraiche or at 
Rio Martin. A fishing harbour has been constructed at 
Arzila. 

Shipping statistics for 1929 show a total number of 122 
steam vessels calling at Rio Martin in 1929 and 334 sailing 
vessels, as against 201 and 365 respectively in 1928. At 
Lariche 226 steam vessels and 60 sailing vessels called in 
1929 as against 390 and 59 respectively in 1928. Thus 
there was an all-round decrease in shipping at these ports 
owing to the diversion of trade to Tangier and Ceuta. 


THE OUTLOOK. 


Peace and security appear to be firmly established. 
Owing to adverse exchange conditions and the compara- 
tive unproductivity of the Zone the economic situation is, 


unfortunately, not improving. The market for British 
goods is not increasing for the present, but United 


Kingdom exporters would be well advised to keep in touch 
and to send out travellers as often as possible to study 
conditions on the spot, as is done by their competitors. 


PORTUGAL. 
FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY-JULY. 
(From the British Commercial Secretary.) 


LisBon. 

Notwithstanding trade depression, the value of imports 
rose slightly during the first seven months of the year as 
compared with the corresponding period of 1929. Imports 
of raw cotton and wheat advanced by £86,000 and £233,000 
respectively, but those of bacalhau declined by £80,000. 
Imports of agricultural machinery rose from £31,000 to 
£62,000, and of industrjal machinery from £426,000 to 
£496,000. The mapottetilie of motor lorries fell off from 
£175,000 to £145,000, and of passenger cars from £390,000 
to £283,000, representing a decrease altogether of about 
25 per cent. as compared with the previous year. Tmports of 
tyres and tubes, however, were maintained. It is worth

noting that, since the introduction of the new Tariff op 
January 1, 1930, imports of paper (newsprint) and of 
printed matter decreased from £150,000 to £38,000. The

EXPORTS. 


As compared with the corresponding period of 1929 the 
value of Portuguese merchandise exported during the first 
seven months of 1930 fell off by about £423,000, repre- 
sented principally by unmanufactured cork, which dropped 
from 11,099 tons (£902, 611) to 6,256 tons (£598,761). Tur- 
pentine and hides were higher by £18,000 and £8,000 
respectively, while exports of coal for bunkering national 
vessels rose from 7,057 tons to 19,342 tons. Cotton goods 
were down by £82,000, while exports of ordinary white and 
red wine decreased by £120,000. Exports of Madeira wine 
increased slightly, while port was only £27,000 lower than 
last year. Exports of olive oil and sardines showed a small 
increase. The following table shows the value of exports by

Re-Exports. 


Re-exports of foreign merchandise were valued at 
£1,016,719, as against £992,382 in January-July, 1929. The 
principal articles involved are cement, petrol, unmanutac- 
tured and manufactured metals, lubricating oils, kerosene 
and fabrics. 

Re-exports of colonial merchandise totalled £509,998, 
compared with £544,323. Coffee, cocoa and beeswax are the 
principal articles in this trade, the relative positions of 
which were substantially maintained. 

The international transit of foreign merchandise 
amounted to £104,226 in the period under review, as 
against £171,807 in the first seven months of last year. 

The international transit of Portuguese colonial merchan- 
dise aggregated £176,452, compared “with £194, 996. Coffee 
fell off. from £98 ,000 to £41,000.

SWEDEN. 
IRON AND STEEL TRADE, JANUARY-AUGUSI. 


The Swedish Consulate-General in London reports that 
during the first eight months of the current year the pro- 
duction of iron and steel amounted to 1,012,100 tons, as 
compared with 1,127,400 tons in the first eight months of 
1929. The total included pig iron, including direct-pro- 
duced castings, 305,100 tons, as compared with 325,900 tons 
in the corresponding period of last year; rolled and ham-

Official Year Book of the Union of South Africa and of Basu- 
toland, Bechuanaland Protectorate and Swaziland. 1928-29 
(No. 11). Published by the Office of Census and Statistics, 
Pretoria. 

While the standard features of this Year Book have been 
preserved and the Jatest statistical information available at 
the time of going to press has been inserted, improvements 
have also been incorporated in certain sections. Some of the 
chief results obtained from the upper-air investigations, which 
were undertaken in connection with aviation, have been in- 
cluded in the chapter dealing with meteorology. The relative 
wind frequencies at various altitudes in the months of January 
and July are shown in a number of specially prepared charts. 

The financial tables in the chapter dealing with the railways 
have been reconstructed, so as to show in a clearer form the 
earnings and expenditure of the South African railways since 
union, together with the final results as at March 31, 1929.

CHINA—GREECE. 
TREATY OF FRIENDSHIP. 

The ratifications of the Treaty of Friendship between 
Greece and China, signed on September 30, 1929, were 
exchanged at Paris on June 14 last. The Treaty came into 
force on that date for a period of three years, but will 
remain in force afterwards, subject to six months’ notice 
of denunciation, if it has not been denounced six months 
prior to the expiry of that period. 

The Treaty provides, among other things, that the 
nationals of either High Contracting Party residing in the 
territory of the other shall be free to trade in accordance 
with the laws and regulations in any locality where the 
nationals of any other country may do so. They shall be 
subject to the jurisdiction of the local tribunals. They 
will receive national treatment as regards taxation. 

Goods of either Party imported into or exported from the 
territories of the one by the nationals of the other will not 
be subject to higher duties than those paid on such goods if 
imported or exported by nationals of the former. 

In a supplementary note the Parties agree to conclude a 
commercial treaty on a basis of equality and reciprocity.

ESTONIA—JUGO-SLAVIA. 
COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT. 

The ratifications of the Commercial Agreement between 
Estonia and Jugo-Slavia signed on February 1, 1928, 
were exchanged at Tallinn on August 8. The Treaty enter; 
into force consequently, pending the conclusion of a defini. 
tive treaty, subject to three months’ notice on either side. 
Goods of the one Party upon import into the territory of 
the other will receive the same treatment as the goods of 
any other foreign country and will not be subject to duties 
other or higher than those imposed upon the goods of the 

most-favoured nation. 

Commercial travellers of the one will receive most. 
favoured-nation treatment in the territory of the other, 

The ships of the one and their cargoes will receive most. 
favoured-nation treatment in the ports of the other. 

Subject to the usual exceptions the Parties agree not to 
impose any prohibitions upon the import or export of goods, 

The most-favoured-nation treatment provided for does 
not apply to— 

(1) special arrangements to facilitate frontier traffic; 

(2) special concessions resulting from a Customs or 

economic union ; 

(3) the special privileges accorded by Estonia to Fin- 
land, Latvia, Lithuania or the Union of Socialist 
Soviet Republics. 


FINLAND—JUGO-SLAVIA. 
PROVISIONAL TRADE AGREEMENT. 


The Board of Trade have now received a copy of the text 
of the provisional Trade Agreement between Finland and 
Jugo-Slavia concluded by Exchange of Notes on January 29, 
1929. The Agreement entered into force on September 14, 
1929, and remains in force, pending the conclusion of a 
definitive treaty, subject to three months’ notice of denun- 
ciation. 

The produce of Jugo-Slavia enumerated in a schedule to 
the Treaty imported into Finland and the produce of 
Finland enumerated in another schedule imported into 
Jugo-Slavia will receive the same treatment as the like 
goods of any other country and will not be subject to any 
other or higher duties than those imposed upon the produce 
of the most-favoured nation. 

The commercial travellers of the one will receive most- 
favoured-nation treatment in the territories of the other. 

The ships of the one and their cargoes will receive most- 
favoured-nation treatment in the ports of the other. 

The Parties agree not to impose any prohibitions upon 
the import or export of goods subject to the usual excep- 
tions. 

The most-favoured-nation provisions of the Treaty do not 
apply to— 

(1) special arrangements to facilitate frontier traffic: 

(2) special concessions resulting from a Customs union: 

(3) special privileges accorded by Finland to neighbour- 

ing States.

(3) A maritime zone including the Red Sea, the Gulf 
of Aden, the Persian Gulf, and the Sea of Oman, and 
bounded by a line drawn from Cape Guardafui, follow- 
ing the latitude of that cape to its intersection with 
longitude 57 deg. east of Greenwich, and proceeding 
thence direct to the Eastern frontier of Persia and the 
Gulf of Oman.

AUSTRALIA. 


DUTY ON SEWING MACHINES POSTPONED. 

The Board of Trade have been informed by the High 
Commissioner for Australia that the operation of the 
deferred duties provided in the Commonwealth Tariff for 
sewing machine heads, household type (‘Tariff No. 168(B)1) 
has been postponed until January 1, 1931. 


SALES TAX. 


The Board of Trade have now received the text of the 
Bills imposing the Sales Tax in Australia (see the ‘* B.T.J.’’ 
of August 7, page 168, and August 21, page 224). The 
series of Bills apply the tax at the rate of 23 per cent. 
of the sale value to the following :-—- 

Goods manufactured in Australia by a taxpayer and sold 

by him or applied to his own use.

Goods imported into Australia and sold by a taxpayer 

not being the importer of those goods. 

Goods imported into Australia which are sold to a tax- 

payer and applied to his own use. 


Goods in Australia leased by a taxpayer. 


There are a certain number of exemptions from the Sales 
Tax, those in the case of imported goods being :——-bags and 
sacks used for marketing primary products; cigars; 
cigarettes; fertilisers and raw materials for use in the 
manufacture of fertilisers; films; mewsprint; petrol; 
tobacco; wireless valves; and wool packs.

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CANADA. 
TARIFF AMENDMENTS. 


With reference to the notice under the above heading 
in last week’s ‘‘ B.T.J.,’’ the Board of Trade have now 
received the text of the Tariff Resolutions revising the 
Canadian Tariff Schedule, as introduced in Parliament on 
September 16 last. 

It was provided by one of the clauses introduced that 
any enactment founded upon the Resolutions shall be 
deemed to have come into force on September 17, 1930, and 
to have applied to all goods mentioned in the Resolutions 
taken out of wi arehouse for consumption on and after that 
date: Provided, that any such enactment shall not apply 
to goods imported but not entered or to goods bona fide 
purchased and actually in transit to Canada on or before 
September 16, 1930, in respect of which goods the Minister 
may demand proof satisfactory to himself that the same 
were purchased and shipped on or before that date. 

Telegraphic information has been received from H.M. 
Trade Commissioner at Toronto to the effect that goods 
the subject of bona fide contracts entered into before 
September 16 may be imported at the old rates of duty if

laid down that importers must submit a copy of the 
original purchase order, attested to by an affidavit of the 
importer, and acceptance thereof by the exporter prior to 
September 16. No purchase order will be accepted as 
bona fide which does not specify definite quantity or 
quantities with definite price or prices, and provide for 
delivery in Canada on or before November 30, 1930. 

The subjoined statement shows in detail the classes of 
goods covered by the amendments introduced in the Tariff 


Schedule, including a few modifications of the original 
proposals, which have been reported, by telegraph, by 
H.M. Trade Commissioner. To the Tariff specifications 


and rates embodied in the revised Schedule, particulars 
of the former rates of duty have been added, as far as 
possible, for purpose of comparison, <An attempt has 
been made to show the ‘‘ Treaty ’’ rates under the Franco- 
Canadian Commercial Convention.

PROPOSED INCREASES OF IMPORT AND 
CONSUMPTION DUTIES. 

H.M. Representative at Montevideo reports that the 
Uruguayan National Administrative Council have some- 
what amended and added to their Budget proposals, of 
which pariticulars were given in the ‘ B.T.J.’’ of 
February 20 (page 274). Details of the proposed altera- 
tions of, and additions to, the original project are repro- 
duced below. 

Increase of Import Surtax on certain goods by 1 per 
cent. This would not apply to goods subject to specific 
duties. 

Import Duty on Lubricating Oils.—This is to be in- 
creased by 10 per cent. (and not from 10 to 15 per cent. 
ad valorem as originally proposed). 

Valuation of Gasoline.—This is to be increased from 6} 
to 10 pesos per hectol., so as to place it on the same basis 
as naphtha. 

Surtax on Imported Motor Cars.—It is proposed to 
impose the following surtaxes on imported motor cars, 
except lorries and tractors, viz. :— 

Cars valued at less than 1,000 pesos, 10 per cent. 

Cars valued at from 1,000 to 2,000 pesos, 15 per cent. 

Cars valued at from 2,000 to 3,000 pesos, 20 per cent. 


Cars valued at more than 3,000 pesos, 25 per cent. 


Increase of Specific Duties.—The specific duties of the 
Tariff are to be increased by 20 per cent., except in the 
case of sugar, husked and unhusked rice, coffee, kerosene, 
flour and yerba maté. 

Provision is also made for the revision by the Customs 
Valuation Committees of the fixed valuations applicable 
to goods subject to specific duties. ‘This proposed revalua- 
tion would, of course, only affect the amount of the ad 
valorem surtaxes to which such goods are liable. 


Sales Tax.—Three months after the Bill becomes law, 
an internal tax of 10 per cent. is to be imposed on the 
retail sale price of precious stones and jewellery of all 
kinds, firearms and fancy goods, with a sale price of 20 
pesos or more. 

Coal.—The tax of 5 centesimos per metric ton on coal 
cleared through the port of Montevideo is to be increased 
to 20 centesimos and the port due of 15 centesimos per ton 
on coal carrying vessels operating in the port is to be 
increased to 40 centesimos. 

Increase of Ad Valorem Customs Duties.—The duties on 
a lengthy list of manufactured articles are to be increased 
to 48 per cent. ad valorem, and the Government is to be 
given power to extend this duty to other manufactured 
goods of kinds which are produced in Uruguay. Copy of 
the list of goods to which the 48 per cent. duty is to be 
applied may be seen at the Department of Overseas Trade, 
35, Old Queen Street, London, S.W. 1. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 
INVESTIGATIONS UNDER THE ‘‘ FLEXIBLE 
TARIFF ’? PROVISIONS. 


The Board of Trade have received copies of Public

ELECTRICAL DEVELOPMENTS. 


The Heavy Section of the Fair, has been accepted, since 
its inception in 1930, as a barometer of rise and progress 
in the staple industries of the country. Next February’s 
display in Birmingham will, in lke manner, register the 
remarkable advances recently made in the electrical 
industries. This Section will be of far larger dimensions 
than ever betore, close upon a hundred important firms 
taking part. 

Electrical water-heating, both for industrial and for 
domestic purposes, has lately made rapid advances, and 
many of the stands will make a feature of demonstrating 
the new facilities offered to users in this respect. 


In no less degree have yreat developments taken place ° 


in the replacement by electric furnaces of the older methods 
with coal and coke as fuel. For melting, hardening and 
annealing—the latter, especially, in the motor industries 
for annealing gear machinery—-electricity is employed 
to-day in workshops throughout the world. 

Manufacturers of metal products are finding it more 
and more to their interest to instal their own welding 
plants—both portable and stationary—in order to carry 
out this work under their own roof with great economy 
and convenience. This aspect will be the occasion for other 
ine working exhibits in an unusually striking display of the 
appheation of electricity to industrial heating, while the 
metals provided for the use of the welder will be shown 
ina variety of forms both here and in the Metals Group 
of the Fair. 

The baker and the butcher have come into line with 
the tinker, tailor and candlestick-maker in the utilisation 
of electricitv for their trades. The difference between them 
is that the baker uses his switch for the production of 
intense heat, while the butcher demands from it intense 
cold, 

Klectric ovens are coming into more general use for 
the baking of bread, biscuits and cakes, not only bv the 
large wholesale producers, but by the smaller private 
traders, who find justification in the absence of smoke, 
smell and fumes, in addition to the perfect control of heat 
Which is the essence of good baking. This adaptation of 
hiodern methods has led, in natural sequence, to a higher 
standard of hygiene all through. The electric oven finds 
its accessorv in the electric paper-wrapping machine; from 
the placing of the dough into the oven, the loaf, biscuit 
or cake is never touched by hand until placed on the table 
ot the consumer. 

Small self-contained refrigerating plants—maintained at 
4 given temperature by automatic control—are now within 
the reach, at economic cost and maintenance, of every 
butcher. fishmonger or other trader in perishable goods. 
Already in general use in hotels, institutions and fairly 
well-to-do households, the electric refrigerator is soon 
likely to become available to the modest town flat and

country cottage. As production continues to cheapen with 
greater output, the wider demand is already exercising 
its influence on the factories, and the British industries 
display in the Heavy Section will come as a revelation to 
dealers in goods for which, hitherto, they may have con- 
sidered it more or less difficult to find a ready market.
